b* U.S. naval forces in the Caribbean will remain there fox the 
time being and carry out normal exercises. Ships in the area will not 
be removed because it is normal for s^me to be always on station in the 
Caribbean. Latin American ships which are in the quarantine force wall 
be asked to stay and participate in exercises. 

c. Secretary McNamara recommended, and the President agreed, 
that there would be no low-level reconnaissance missions flown tomorrow.
